"The Bible, the whole Bible, 
and nothing but the Bible," the 
motto of the Brethren church, 
commits na to much more then 
many of oar young preachers, 
have perhaps, readily g rasped . 
It expresses the whole aim and 
object of oar warfare in one 
■hort, aharp, crisp, sentence. 
The Bibh, — the whole Bible, — and 
nothing but the Bible. What 
are we to preach T Preach the 
Bible. II jw roach of it? The 
whole Bible. Is that all? Yee 
that ie alt, the Bible, the whole 
Bible and nothing but the Bible ; 
no more and no less. Why ! 
Because "the Law of the Lord ie 
perfect converting the soul," 
"All scripture is given by inspi- 
ration ot God, is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for corree 
tion, tor instruction in righteous- 
ness, that the man of flod may 
be perfect, thoroughly furnished 
unto every good work." 

"Sanctity them throsgh thy 
truth, thy word is truth," Thia 
settles the question for all time. 
If the aoal ie to be converted the 
"Law of the Lord roust convert 
it." If men are to be sanctified, 
the truth is the divinely ordained 
instrument for ita accomplish- 
ment. The word of God is 
"truth." If men are to be made 
perfect, thoroughly famished un- 
to every good work, the scriptures, 
given by inspiration of God, are 
the meant revealed through 
which Buch condition of life is to 
be attained. Here, then, is the 
whole issue clearly defined. To 
eon vert the world, to sanctify it, 
perfect, and thoroughly furnish 
it onto every good work, God 
hae revealed his law, hie Gospel, 
aod placed it into the hands of 
faithful men, to publish and pro- 
claim to all people. * 

This brings as in direct con- 
flict with every antagonizing ele- 
ment, both within the oh arch 
and without. We are setlfor 
the defence ot the Gospel. We 
conflict with those who preach 
more than the Goepel. We are 
to correct those who preach lese 
than the Goepel. The consist- 
ency of our profession, the parity 
of oar motto, and the sublime, 
and awfn) nature of oar charge, 
forbid, our sanction and encour- 
agement, to flow out to the ex- 
tent ot fellowship in the affairs 
of either. Do it we dare not 
Whatever can be established, 
and sustained, by the clear teach- 
ings of divine law, in ita applica- 
tion to thia dispensation, it ie our 
privilege, and duty, to teach and 
practice, wit ho at reference to 
the relation in which it placet aa 
to others. If others teach, for 
doctrines,* the commandments of 
men, our profession and disci pi e- 
ship demand that we oppose the 
innovation and maintain the in- 
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tegrity of the law of God. We 
have no theory or doctrine, of 
onr own, to defend. We are at t 
for the defence of the Gospel. 
What it teaches we are to teach, 
what it allowe we are to allow, 
what it opposes we are to oppose,' 
what it forbids, we are to forbid 
and when the misguided, mis- 
taught, and misled, begin to ad- 
vocate their theories, preach their 
dogmas, and proclaim for doc- 
trines the command men (a of 
men, that goepel we have es- 
poused, and Glorious Bead we 
have sworn to eerve with the fi- 
delity of life, demand that we 
ahall reprove, rebuke, exhort, 
and oppose, with all long suffer- 
ing and doctrine until the Lord 
and his words are restored in 
the hearts of the people. It 
need be, oppose it till death. If 
need be, oppose it, if it brings 
torture which ends in death and 
if it need be, cry and snare rot 
until every earthly power is ar- 
rayed against us and we are left 
alone, persecuted and forsaken. 

The Bible, the whole Bible, 
and nothing bat the Bible, mast 
not be pronounced ae an eulogy 
on that book, and then left to 
follow every wind, whim, and 
doctrine, by the Brethren, as hae 
been done by so many before as ; 
bat mast be made the intense, 
living, real, fact of our preaching 
and practice. Let na resurrect 
the old time preaching. No 
longer preach upon the piloso 
phy of faith and the reasonable 
neaa of repentence, but preach 
the convincing facts and truths 
of the Goepel, — reason with men 
upon the claims ot Christ, — get 
down and talk to the people as 
an attorney reasons with, and 
persuades a jury. Convince 
men, first, that Jesus is the 
Christ the Son of God, that in 
him snd him alone exists the 
central principle of Christian 
science ; that "we have all Binned 
and come short of the glory of 
God," and that in Christ, and in 
hie word, we find the power to 
eave, and a loving .Savior to as- 
sist if we but have all and fol- 
low him. Convince men of thia 
truth and faith is theirs. Then 
teach them, how, as sinners, they 
can come to. the Lord, find par- 
don, be accepted, and saved. 
To learn how this is properly, 
and correctly done, go to Pente- 
cost, go to Philip and the 
Eunuch, to Peter and Cornelias, 
to Paul and the Phillipian Jailor, 
to Ananias and Paul. Learn the 
answer given to penitent sinners 
by men who spoke as the Holy 
Spirit gave them utterance, give 
it to the penitent, before you, 
bid him do it in fear and faith, 
and God will accept him. No 
need to eavil and fear, the meana 
are God-ordained, are lucidly set 
forth in the Goepel, and whether 
they harmonize with the exper- 
ience of thoae around you, or 
not, you know they are correct 
or God's word is a failure. If it 
hae failed, close your ministry 
and go at something else. Bat 
the Gospel has not lost its power. 
It ie, aa ever, the "Power of God 
unto salvation to every one that 
believeth." Cling to its teach- 
ings, make it, not merely your 
text book, 6at the fall loaf from 


which yoa break your entire ser- 
mon. Do not go to the exper- 
ience of men to prove, illustrate, 
or enforce, any theory unless 
euoh experience harmonizes with 
express Gospel teaching. You 
can prove the moat, wild, fanat- 
ical, and heretical delusions ever 
poshed upon the world by the 
experience of ita deluded follow 
ere. Human experience ie a 
capricious beauty, coquetting 
with every fantastic gallant that 
tipa or bows. Experience ieot 
no value that conflicts with Bi- 
ble teaching and Bible example. 
We have no 'theory of conver- 
sion of our own, manufactured 
from bundles of dreams and clus- 
ters ot experience, unsupported 
by apostolic teaching aod exam- 
ple. What did the apostles 
preach aa the power of God unto 
salvation ? What did they give 
to the penitent ae the hope of 
pardon T Stick to the text broth- 
er. Study the conversion of sin- 
ners from apostolic experience, 
teaching and example ; come be- 
fore your friends and faithfully 
present the result ot yoor colla- 
tions. If men were commanded 
to "repent, and be baptized, in 
the name of Jeens Christ, tor 
(in to -original text) the remission 
ol sins," or instructed to "arise 
and be baptized and wash away 
their sios calling upon the name 
of the Lord," preach it brother 
in precisely that way. That ie 
God's plan. lie alone is respon- 
sible for it.- He authorised it, 
and you, as a disciple, and 
preacher,should faithfully preach 
it in that way, whether you can 
fully understand the pilosophy 
of it or not. It is probable yon 
cannot. Bnt God onders tends 
it. He authorized it It per- 
formed its fall function once aod 
it will again. One man hae an 
experience opposed to thia. 
Which will yon take, the man'B 
experience as opposed to God's 
word? or will you take the Bi- 
ble, and let charity aod false ed- 
ucation, cover the fault of his 
experience ? In all we preach, 
in all we believe, in all we prac- 
tice, there should be the clear, 
express and lucid sanction of 
Gospel teaching to give it beauty 
and force. No amount of cavil- 
ing, no mountain of criticism, no 
vaecilatiog ingenuity of human 
oppoeitioo should be able to 
swerve as from our determined 
course of loyalty to onr Divine 
Head. 

A defense of the Gospel, as it 
is, in its power to satisfy the 
wants of man as he is aod to lift 
him above the groveling garbage 
of earth, is set forth in the Bible 
as the moat glorious occupation 
ot the higher faculties of the hu- 
man soul. And that no mistake 
may be made, no abortive effort 
may occur, the great apostle to 
the Gentiles warns that even he, 
the chief of apostles is to be fol- 
lowed only so far ae he follows 
Christ; and that it one comes 
bringing any other doctrine than 
that revealed in the Gospel we 
■ball not receive him into our 
house (in fellowship) nor bid him 
Godspeed,
